FIRE INSURANCE PROFITS.

Nouble the Loss

Cost of Protec'lon Nearly
HEnstured,

The whole business of fire Insurance Is
conducted today by Insurance brokers and
agents, says o writir In the North American
Review. What s their Interest? Tt will
be sald that if they are honest and falthful,
as It s admitted they are, they will serve
the best interests of the companles which
they represent. They will not take too
many risks In one place nor too near to
gether. They will not, unless they get ex-
traordinary rates, take risks which they
deem to be extra hazardoas, and they wiil
see that the money colleeted for premiums
reaches Its proper destination, They will
gleo eee that los=es are justly and honestly
udjusted. All of thie may be admitted, but
what business i= it of the Insurance man
to look after the profits of the companles
which he represents: what business s It of
his whether the public pays Iwiee as much

for fires as the actual fire damags? It rates
are high the company which the Insursnce
man represents  gets more money, and he

gets a larger income, because his compensa-
tion 18 caleulated 88 & percentage  on
premiums. Af 1o the publle he does his
duty when he charges the réegular rates and
no more, the sald rates having been fixed
by himself and his colleagues on his local
board of underwriters. Today we fnd that
the amount of premiums paid into Insurance
companies |s double the amount pald out
by them for fire loss, In twenty years
In Masaachusetts the peoply have pald to
the companies §U8,000,000 for protection
against loms by fire, while only $77.000 000

hes been pald buck again to the peaple
in payment of fire losses. In other words,
the drain on the community on account of

fire has been twice as great aw the fire loss
That Is to say, the aggregite loss 1o the
community has bren twioe as great as If ne
Insurance company existed. This means (hat
the cost of distributing the fire loss has been
us great as the losstself. In other words
the cost of taking care of and of distributing
the Insurance fund Which Is pald in by the
pulilic bears nearly 44 great o ratio to the
total of the fund as the Tunning expenses of
& rallroad bear to Itd gmss recelpts,

The Tricyebe A Wrlter,

A novel scheme fov m)lvertuing is accom-
plished by means of the tricycle. A French
Inventor I8 using the wmwackine for printing
various trade statements on the pavements of
Paris. This foat Ix atcomplishad by means
of immense (yp:s 61 Inta the tire of the hind
wheels of the maching Ink s used In the
printing and the type I8 made of rubber,
Bach rubber typr islindependently inssrted
in the wheel s0 that it can be removed and
other type Inserted. Mhus the mackins can be
made to print any eentence whose lengih is
not longer than the circomference of the
wheel

A reservolr, or fountaln, of ink Is situated
back of the seat and flows to rollers, which
bear vn the top of the wheels. Then as the
latter roll around the ink Iz cunveved to the
pavement and the lmpression of the lelters is
left there. While the wstrects of Paris are
traditionally clean, yet there 1s always encugh
dust which would be caught up by the Ink-
faced type, & condition which would result
very soon o the clegging of the machine
To prevent this a little blower, or bellowa, |s
placid in front of each wheel, and as the ms-
chlne moves it ejecls wind enough 10 blow
away all dust lmmediately in line with the
